Soul-Uplifting Seasons at Saint 

John, Halifax, New Waterford 

and Glace Bay 

The visit of the Territorial Coin- 
niander to the Maritimes served the 
two-fold purpose of introducing the 
new Chief Secretary, Colonel Henry, 
to Army life in the coastal provinces 
and of imparting fresh impulse to the 
Officers and Soldiers laboring on the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

Three Council Sessions were held at 
Saint John. At the first of liiese, con- 
ducted on the Tuesday afternoon, 
when forty Officers gathered in the 
No- I Citadel, the Commissioner, in 
warm phrases, introduced Colonel 
Henry who was accorded a very 
hearty welcome. 

This opening- Council, as weU as the 
evening Session, when Soldiers, Re- 
cruits and Converts were also present, 
and the meeting on Wednesday morn- 
ing were occasions of rich blessing 
ami Boul-benefit. 

The Commissioner, in the evening, 
called for unreserved consecration to 
the will of God, and aa the large 
gathering stood with uplifted hands, 
singing a chorus of consecration, God 
was very near, .spirits were revived, 
and zeal was quickened. 

That the best wine came last was , 
tho general opinion of all privileged 
to attend the final meeting. The mes- 
sages of counsel to which the respon- 
sive gathering listened were instinct 
with inspiration and instruction. 

The Territorial visitors left on the 
mid-day train for Halifax, and Major 
Burton, the Divisional Commander, 
seized the ripe occasion to meet the 
Officers of the division in tlie aftor- 
noon at the No. 4 Corps. 

Both Major and Mrs. Burton ad- 
dressed the assembly, the meeting 
proving a time well spent. The Offi- 
cers were afterwards entertained to 
tea by Ensign Cuvelier and the Home 
LeaffUS members. 

In the evening a rousing open-air 
preceded an indoor meeting where 
short addresses were given by some 
of the visiting Officers, selections ren- 
dered by the united Bands, and a tell- 
ing message delivered by Major Bur- 
ton, Two seekers came forv/ard. 

For the Officers' Councils, con- 
ducted at Halifax on Wednesday 
morning and afternoon, 'forty - six 
Field and Social Officers were 
present, aud here again the Chief 
Secretary was cordially gieeted. The 
messages delivered were Hull of light 
and of an upbuilding character. 

Soldiers and Converts were privi- 
leged to attend the evening gather- 
ing. Highly energising was the 
prayer season led by the Commission- 
er In the early part of the meeting. 

Both the Commissioner and the 
Colonel gave voice to words o£ 
counsel, the Commissioner closing 
with an appeal for whole-hearted con- 
secration to God's purposes. 

Proceeding to New Waterford, 
where Saturday afternoon an/J Sun- 
day morning were spent, the Terri- 
torial Campaigners were accorded a 
civic reception, His Wurshlp Mayor 
Wallter welcoming them on behalf ot 
the cltlKena, 

The Commissioner delivered two 
lielpTiil addresses, much good was 
aocompllshed, nnd the visitors lett for 
their next appointment in n heavy 
siiowstofm. 

Sunday afternoon and evening were 
spent at Glace Bay. A tuU house 
greeted our Lenders in the afternoon, 
aud the Chief Secretary came In lor 
another hearl-wnrming ovation. 

At night the Citadel was gorged. 
The Coiiimlasloiier's adcireaa was lull 
ot burning truths, nnd then Colonel 
Honry delivered a message. Eight 
aeekera knelt at the mercy-seat.

THOSE who have any interest at all in the spirit- 
ual, moral and physical welfare of their fel- 
low men, join in a world-wide tribute of ap- 
precicition of vrhat The Salvation Army, under the 
guidance of God, has been enabled to accomplish 
throughout the two hemispheres. 

Those standing on high vantage points of Can- 
adian life are among the loudest in such praise, and 
readily recognize their indebtedness to the Organi- 
zation, not only for its wonderful salving of human 
wreckage, but for the far-stretching and inestimable 
influence of its moral and spiritual force in the com- 
munity. When Mayor Foster, of Toronto, says, "1 
do not see how we could get along without The Sal- 
vation Army," he is but voicing the sentiments of 
high-positioned men all over the Dominion. 

What are the agencies by which The Army ac- 
complishes such beneficent work? 

FLAG FLYING FINELY 

First and foremost are its centres of purely evan- 
gelistic work, of which there are five hundred and 
twenty-nine, in the Canada East Territory alone, for 
The Army flag flies in practically every community 
of two thousand souls, the exception being meunly 
in Quebec. The number of men and women who 
have, through the instrumentality of this work, been 
led to live God-fearing lives is legion. 

Nor is The Army's message confined to the walls 
of its buildings; it is heard in the highways and by- 
ways; it penetrates to obscure lumber camps; it fol- 
lows those who "go dovrn to the sea in ships;" it is 
beard by the track layer and by those who delve for 
the riches of the earth, and it echoes across the 
frozen stretches of the Northland. It is safe to say 
that The Salvation Army, with its more than one 
thousand Officers in the Eastern Territory alone, is 
the common dispenser of the common peopleVs 
Gospel to the common people. 

SUPPLEMENTARY SOCIAL SERVICE 

Supplementing this purely spiritual endeavor 
is The Army's far-reaching Social service. Sorrow, 
pain and tragedy are trailed by Salvationists whose 
duty as well as pleasure it is to minister relief and 
comfort and to inspire hope. Thus it happens that, 
as elsewhere. The Salvation Army stands in Canada 
as the Uplifter of the Fallen, the Practical Friend of 
both those in prison and those who emerge, the Con- 
science of the street corner, a Reconciler and Hap- 
piness-maker, a Solver of the problems of human 
need, a vigilant Preserver of womanhood, a Creat- 
or and Stabilizer of ideals, a Foster-mother to needy 
children, and a recognizer and powerful ally of all 
who spend their days in belping to make the world 
better and brighter. 

"Does The Army know any discrimination of 
sect in its Social service?" is a question often asked. 
The answer is that the Salvationist is out to help 
every man of the sort the Good Samaritan found 
by the roadside and is as little concerned about his 
creed as was that worthy individual. 

There are Homes and Hostels in the chief cities 
of Canada East accommodating nine hundred men 
— havens of refuge with clean, healthy surroundings. 
In many cases it is the boy away from home for the 
first time, or the breadwinner forced to seek work 
in. another city, who shares in the benefits of these 
"homes away from home." 

WORK FOR THE WORKLESS 

Among The Army's best known agencies for 
helping men on to their feet are the eighteen Indus- 
trial branches for employment. In Toronto alone 
last year, employment was found for 8,072 men. 



Needy families are assisted ■with clothing by this 
Department, 6,300 garments being distributed last 
year, and in the Industrial Stores furniture and other 
goods, when repaired or renovated, are sold at a 
nominal charge to poor families. 

■< 7,983 free meals were given to unemployed 
men last year and 2,316 baskets of provisions sent 
to the homes of the poor. 

FOR WOMEN AND CHILDREN 

.^n ever-^videning effort among women and 
children is that carried on in the nine Maternity 
Hospitals, one General Hospital, six Rescue Homes, 
three Children's Homes, one Metropole, two Receiv- 
ing Homes, one Young Women's Boarding Home, 
and one Industrial Home. When it is recognized 
that during the past twelve months in our Hospitals 
in this Territory alone, 4,25 1 patients have been 
treated, and 2,419 babies have been born, some 
idea of the wide range of such service will be 
gathered. 

TTie Army's Police Court work is a field of labor 
where Officers come in touch with those who have 
slipped, and by offering "the helping hand" they 
are able to help men and women on to their feet. 
Magistrates and Judges join in lauding the work 
of reclamation accomplished in this way and seek 
the co-operation of our Officers to help them. In 
q-jite a numljpr of towns Corps Officers serve in 
the capacity of Police Court Chaplains, while in the 
larger cities Officers are specially appointed to this 
work. In many cases prisoners are relertsed to The 
Atmy's care, the Officer acting as Probation Officer. 
Runaway boys, wayward girls, wife-deserters and 
others are thus dealt with and assisted. 

IN POLICE COURTS AND PRISONS 

The Army's v/ork in the p-isons has gained 
the unstinted commendation or legislators, mtii^ift- 
trates and wardens, who recognize the value of the 
personal touch of our Officers upon the prison 
population. That a gratifying number of men leave 
prison with a personal knowledge of the empower- 
ing presence of Christ in their lives is witness tc the 
deep quality of the work accomplished. 

Then, too, there are the ministrations of the 
sisters of the League of Mercy. They work among 
the poorest of the poor; they nurse the sick, attend 
the dying, feed the hungry, clothe the naked, look 
after the children, -visit lodging houses, hospitals, 
workhouses and prisons, and whatever their hands 
find to do they do it with all their might. 

CEssA-noN OF AcnvrriEs unthinkable 

Dare one imagine what would happen were Tli« 
Army to cease its beneficent operations in the 
Dominion? But this need not be considered. The 
warm-hearted people of Canada will see to it that 
the Self-Denial Effort helps in some measure to 
keep The Army functioning at full pressure in all 
its Christ-uplifting and man-rebuilding ministra- 
tions.

THE approach of The Army's 
Self-Denial Eflort calls atten- 
tion in a fresh way to the im- 
mense amount of spiritual darkness 
and misery TChich still prevails in 
the world, and ot The Army's mag- 
nificent attempt, in the name and 
strength ot God, to 
spread the glorious 
light ot Salv.^.tlon. 

"Tiiere are about 
twice as many non- 
Christian peopl.^ in 
the world a:i there 
are believers in 
Christ, and the vast 
majority of these have 
never even heard the 
Saviour's name. For 
every child that comes into a 
home whoTe, nominally at least, 
the power ot Jesus la recog- 
nized, two children are born 
into an inheritance ot darkness 
and superstition. For every 
town which possesses buildings 
in which the true God ia wor^ 
shipped there are two communi- 
ties, large and small, where the 
wail of the chorazin, the beat 
of the drum, and the tinkle of 
bells call the people to a wor- 
ship which is nothing more than 
a. pathetic seeking after some- 
thing which is never found. 

Id many places people do not 
worship at all, but live in total 
ignorance of the dignity and power 
for which man was created. 

Such facts, dimly comprehended as 
they may be, are a clarion call to 
the people who, for the past forty 
years, under the Banner of The Sal- 
Tatlon Army, have endeavored to put 
into practice the command of Christ 
to "go into all the world" and pro- 
claim the Saviour's power to deliver 
from sin. 

It the non-Christian peoples of the 
world could form into procession and 
march, aa The Army marches every 
Sunday, past a given spot, the leadflrR 
would have aged more than ten years 
before the rear of the procession bad 
come into view. For more than a 
decade, night and day, without ces- 
sation, the procession would continue, 
tramping onv.ard, a thousand million 
human aouia lost in the darkness of 
a Cbristless way. 

They are marching to-day in 
Africa, where the great tide of Mo- 
hammedanism is sweeping down from 
the north, supplanting gross animism 
with a religious system no less fal- 
lacious in its teaching or ruinous in 
Its effects. At the present moment 
there Is in progress a mighty struggle 
for the peoples of Africa, and the 
emisaaries of Mohammed are wrest- 
ling with the warriors of Christ for 
the dark aoiils of her myriad sons. 

In the bazaar, on the seashore. In 
the village, on the thread-like roads 
through a thousand jungles, the 
silent, deadly warfare Is going on. 
WIio shall he the victor'; Christ, 
with His heart-eleansing power, Hia 
universal love, and spiritual aspir- 
ations, or Mohammed, with his de- 
graded form's of mere "morality," his 
HutQ - engendering tea'chinga, and 
promlaea of a sensual ijarndlae? 

The issue Is partly in the hands of 
SalvatlontBts. Brave forarades are 
already there, flghtlnB hand to band 
the dual foe nt original heathenism 
and invading hovesy, and their hearts 



are hea%T as they strug- 
gle on, for news has 
reached ihem of the pos- 
sibility of a curtailment 
of the meaus ot warfare 
due to an impoverished 
excheauer. They cannot 
flght and give. We can- 
not give and flght as 




strangers dispelled by 
the knowledge nt the 
Fatherhood ot God, the 
Salvation ot Jesus, and 
the brotherhood ot man. 
His message means a 
sense of siti explained and 
a Salvation from sin 
embraced. 
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The Army during the coming years 
success ia assured. 

Ot course, the enormous MisBlonary 
undertakings ot The Army are bnt a 
portion of its urgent call upon the 
Self-Denial Fund. Large suma an 
required for the training of 0Qc«r3 
to carry the worit to^ 
ward in Canada and 
overseas, as wnll «. 
to s'liataiu the maoy 
branches ot Social anil 
Medical work. But 
that is another and 
equally appealing 
story. Here are main- 
ly set forth the extent 
and the claims til 
what is termed lie 
heathen world. And let this 
further consideration be bonio 
in mind: 




THE materialist ohen asks. "Why spend money on foreign missions? 
A materialistic reply is that most of our plagues and epidemics originate 
in heathen lands because of ignorance, superstition and filth obtaining 
there. Through banishing superstition, improving sanitation, and appljring 
modern curative methods the medical missionary and the teacher are saving 
thousands of Canadian lives by checking future epidemics at their source. 
Bubonic plague came from the Orient and thousands here paid the penalty 
v.ith their lives. But of more importance is the fact that the peace of the 
world depends upon the degree of success with which the tenets of the 
Prince of Peace are implanted in the hearts of the heathen people. 



Ihey are fighting. But they can flght 
if we will get and give. Shall Africa's 
contingent in the decade-long march 
be increased or decreased? 

One thousand million human souls 
marching toward a Chriatless eter- 
nity; 

Look at the swarthy children ot 
South America, fifteen millions, where 
English people are surprised to find a 
represenliitive of Christ at all! ^ome 
of them are cannibals, some children 
of the ancient Incas, the Indian abor- 
iginal inhabitants whom Cortez found 
sacrificing to their gods human hearts 
torn from the breasts ot living vic- 
tims. For countless years these peo- 
ple have marched across the stage of 
Time and out again Into the darkness 
— unlit sonls. 

They are marching in China. Ot 
the four hundred milllona in that 
awakening land there are but two 
and a half million who confess the 
name of Christ. In nine days the 
Christian population would pass our 
reviewing station, but by the end of 
the year those who are Ignorant ot 
the name of Jesus would still be 
marching by. Taught to look back- 
ward inatead ot upward, laboring 
under superstition which appears 
ludicrous to the European child, near- 
ly a Quarter of the world's population 
in the "Celestial Empire" ia waiting 
for the news of Christ. 

Here, again, brave Army Officers 
are anxiously awaiting the word from 
Headquarters to advance or retreat. 
The Soldiery of this country v.'lll help 
decide the issue by their efforts dur- 
ing the coming Self-Denial Campaign, 

As for India, the land of a thousand 
gods, Burma, the stronghold or( 
Duddha, Java, and Arabia, Japan and 
Oceania, their need ia as great as 
the seas which divide Ihem. Chtlst 
for these people means emancipated 
womanhood, glorified manhood, inno- 
cent-guarded childhood, a parochial 
animosity toward; neighbors and 



Mor'; dreadful still is the possibil- 
ity of some of the children of our 
more enlightened lands joining this 
Christtess throng. 

There are at the present time in 
England, more than two hundred 
schools, and there are a few in Can- 
ada, where teaching sux^h as this is 
given ■■ — 

"Christ on the Cross dying tor sin- 
ners is so ridiculous that one despairs 
at the hold this superstition has on 
the mind of the working classes." 

\Vitb our Saviour only known In 
terms of blaspiesiy, are sot these 
London children, these Welsh and 
provincial children, more to be pitied 
than those from the darkest cornerB 
of heathendom? We read with horror 
of "The Trial of God," the barbaric 
Idolatry ot people whose outlook on 
life is supposed to be the moat ad- 
vanced. 

But righteous thrills ot horror will 
not sivs the world. There must he 
aacriflce, self-denial, and dogged per- 
sistence wedded to our faith in God's 
Unal triumph.

gave himself to evangelistic misslma 
up and dowii iiio country, in the open- 
air and in tents. And it was not loos 
before the people responded to Ills 
naming appeals. Crowds gathered lo 
listen to his presentation of the Gos- 
pel of hope and redemption, and, 
from the first, his message was rtin- 
forced by the spectaele of transfonn- 
ed lives, A body of converted crimin- 
als and rapseallions who could not 
repress their new-found rapture, were 
organised into a "Hallelujah Band," 
and gave public testimony to Uie 
power of the Gospel to change the 
most degraded characters. 

This was the organic germ tiat 
ultimately developed into The Salm- 
tioq Army, though it was not UU 
fourteen years later that the "Chris- 
tian Mission," aa tlie growing orgon- 
ism was now called, adopted 1« 
present name. 

A Stroke of Genius 

Christianity has produced a oiil 
succession ot flaming evangelism 
whose message has mightily moted 
the hearts of men. but whose Impact 
upon the life of their times lias pass- i 
ed away with Iheiii. That experience 
might have been repeated In the case; 
of WUliam Booth, had he not conf 
bined with bis passion for souls and 
his undaunted spirit wonderful gins 
of organisation. To conserve the re- 
sults of his labora and give pel' 
manence to the work lie had w 
afoot, a definite structure wna needea . 
—a structure alive, unconventional, 
capable of ready uxpansloii. ana, 
possessing features thai would appeai|| 
to the popular mind.

Jesus Himself set His disciples the aupreme 
example oE self-denial and self-saci'lflce. Every 
slop of His life was marlced by the surrender of 
Himself for the good of others. As He healed the 
siek "virtue went out of Him" — He was givinE 
Tiimsclt away. And then, on Calvary, amid the 
liorrois of a shameful death, He gave His life 
f(jr the sins of the world. 

How can those who never tread in His atepg 
111' self-denial or sacrifice be said to follow Him? 
The beat disciple on earth can never match the 
Lord's "luiiiiiyuUabie gift." but the poorest dis- 
ciple must have something of the spirit of selt- 
.^acrifice. or he is not a Christ-follower. 

Men of the world do not shrlnlt at aelf-sacriflce 
wlien there is a call tor it. May we not say it ia 
a law laid down in the nature of thines that the 
good of one is only pnrcha.sed hy the self-denial of 
uuotlier? 

The history of the human race is illuminated 
with uohle instances of this character. Think of 
the self-denials to which fathers and mothera 
cheerfully submit for the advantage of their child-

rt^alni of discovery calls for it, But self-denial 
is the conimojiplace of our spiritual duty. They 
n-ho "f^lory in the Cross*' as their hope of Salva- 
tion niust needs exhibit it in I heir daily lives. 

To render the message of Salvation efiective, 
Uie Lord nialies Hiese demands of His followers. 
'^''he spi-ead of Salvation nud the hringinp of the 
world to ChiiBt's Cross, can only he purchased at 
the cost of the self-denial of Gods people. The 
old Mosaic Tabernacle was huilded by means of 
the offerings of the people: the Kingdom of God 
will only come hy means of new gifts :ind sac;- 
I'ilices'or love. More than a hundred years ago 
^l"lf-cente^Gd rGligionists nsed to complain that the 
furtherance, of Salvation cansed "a dreadful pillago 
lU the poor," hut it was the spirit of sacrifice 
^vhicli sanctified their gifts, and made them BO 
iiL^tiiuuenta] of good. That gold and silver Soes 
farthest which is stained hy the blood of those 
who give. 

Did ever any man make a better use ol his 
gold and silver than the nian who givea it to the 
Lord for the service of mankind? Oh! the delight 
of dryinj? the tear.s of a little hungry slum child! 
Chi the thrill of pleasure which comes when we 
have eased Hie pain of a sufferer! 

What if, through some gift of ours, a sinner is

turned from the error of his ways and a 80Ul 
paved from death! Does any shop in the markat- 
place offer better v.ilue tor money? Does any ©K- 
cliangc in the world offer better returns for 
inveslmonts? What is it worth to bo able to co- 
operate with God in the betterment and Salvation 
of the world? The privilege and the promise of 
such a blessed business are surely so great as 
tn lead a man to give to God all he has! 

The outward gitt. to be ncceptiihlc, must be the 
.■•ign of the surrender of the spirit to God. What 
:« charity without love? Wbat are gifts of money 
without love to God or man? We are thankful for 
material grits which can be dedicated to the work 
of God. but we are not unite satisfied with a man 
who gives a hall-a-dollar in silver, when he sliould 
surrender himself to the Lord. In Christ's name 
we ask not only for all you have, hut for yourself. 
What other gift is likely to satisfy the heart of 
.Jesus? 

Beware of the peril of thiiLking you have done 
your full duty to God when you have handed to 
some Salvationist your Self-Denial donation. "The 
gilt of God cannot be purchased with money." 
Eternal Life can only come by the donation of 
yourself to the Saviour-. Is not He "who loved yon 
and gave Himself for you," worthy of this utinoBt 
consecration? 
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SELIi"-DENIAL is the acid test Of onr religion. 
It Jielps us to Hud out how much or how little 
we really love. We really do love God. We 
know it. We feel it. But how much we love Him 
v.'c often tall to know- or rather how little — till 
the acid test is applied. 

Christ was very emphatic on this point. 

"Whosoever will come after Me, let liim deny 
himself," and the limit of that denial was to he 
"life" itself. "For whosoever will save his life shall 
losi? it; hnt whosoever shall lose his life for My 
sake and the Gospel's, the same shall find it." 

It is a good thing that we devote a whole week 
to the pra'Ctlcal and personal exercise of Self- 
Denial, and to the consideration of thia particular 
side nf duty. 

The great tendency of religion in this day is 
tn rest satisfied with profession and feciliiB£ and 
emotions, But love shorn ot sacrifice is like a 
flower cut from its stem, very pretty to look at, 
hnt lasting only for a time, bound soon to wither. 
The no-.ver is only the shuwy part u£ the plant. The 
life-giving part i.s the root, which is hidden in the 
ginund and fed and cherished with the well rot- 
tod manure of humiliation, loss, cross and sacri- 
fice. 

There may even be no outward show, hut there 
i.s life. For mouths the snow drop Ilea hidden 
in the ground hut in spite of Winter frosts It 
pushes its way through the soil, and the first 
glimpse and warmth of Spi-ing sunshine brings 



forth the pretty, drooping, jnodest, pure flower 
which we all love, 

"God is love." The acid test of that love came 
when the Glory of Heaven left all and sealed His 
message witli His blood on Calvary. The riches 
of Heaven were pushed on one side. They were 
nothing to Him. One soul was more precious in 
His eyes than a.ll the gold and silver mines of 
earth and all the treasui'es and pleasures — sinless 
though they were — of Heaven! One soul! One 
immortal soul! One brand plucked from the 
burning fires erf sin and Holl! Ye.s, through the 
gloom of Gethsemane and Calvary He saw shining, 
glittering before His eyes, the brigiit, sparkling 
diamond ot the skies — the human soul — not one, 
hut millions ofsiTJih! He saw of the travail of His 
heart and was infinitely satisfied! 

Calvary was the aeid test of God's love, What 
is ours? Do we sec and realize the v.alue of our 
goal — the why and wherefore of our Self-Denial™ 
the human soul? Somebody saw it for its. or wo 
should not be what we are, or where we are to- 
day. 

Did you see the aeeount ot that steamer, the 
"Helen B, Stirling." waterlogged and sinking in 
Australian waters? Its SOS for help w.tn caught 
up hy a cruiser, wliich hastened to tiie rescue. A 
cheering message and promise of help was sent. 
But tho storm was raging, and the cruiser was 
delayed. Despairing messages were rec^eivert, 
then a last good-bye from the sinkipg sailors.

Their wireless was washed away, and consequent- 
ly there was no call for help' from them. 

But the cruiser hurried at top speed on her 
mission of mercy, and was rewarded -ivlicn the 
next morning she sighted the sinking hulk still 
afloat with the sailors clinging to their posts. 

The storm was still raging, but the crniser 
poured oil on the waters and calmed them sut- 
licicntly to rescue the crew. 

Meanwhile the crowds on shore had been, read- 
ing the papers, and, we may well suppose, praying 
fervently for the sinking sailors. How great was 
their Joy when at last the message came— "Crew 
saved!" 

Is not that a picture ot another scene? The 
Cruiser of the Skies, our dear Salvation Army, Is 
receiving the SOS call fr.mi ^ .iking souls — 
not a few, but millions of them! The storm of 
sin is raging. They are sinking daily, these water- 
loc(?ert vessels. The inhabitant."; of another world 
are scanning anxiously the bulletins which reach 
them, aud every time we are able to report another 
"crew saved," there is joy among the angels over 
even one sinner who repents— is rescued — more 
man over ninety a^id vAv.^ sclf-ri^htcGUs so-jls "ivlio 
think they need no repentance. 

What are we doing? Are we casting the oil 
of our innncnce, the oil of our own efforts, the oil 
of prayer, the oil ot financial help upon the 
troubled waters? 
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THE true motive and purpose of Self-Denial 
are revealed in a message written by Cather- 
ine Booth, the Mother ot The Salvation Army, 
soon after thia original method of raising money 
was adopted hy The Army Pounder. Addressing 
herself more particularly to Salvationists, who had 
taken up with alacrity the Pounder's proposal, 
Mrs. Booth said: — 

"However the object of The Army may be mis- 
understood by the world at large, you undoratand 
iMir woik and aim. Yon know that we are aeoklng 
the highest happiness of the people, both for this 
world and the next. 

"You Rnnw the motive that drives ns forward 
-that makes us stniggle to extend our oporatlons. 
You heliovn that the love with which the 
niasscs of the Bast ]3nd of London first Inspired 
(lie General ha.i gone on developing, until the 
name passion has spread into thousanda ol other 
hearts, embracing every soul ot the unsaved mll- 
llnns who Inhabit the tour cornort of the earth. 

"Ynu undorijtnnd and approve the methods 
'.vhich have been taught us by tlio Spirit ot God, 
by the traditions ot the most useful men that 
I. live ever lived, and by our own experience. You 
hcHcvo In these methods, hocuuBe they have been 



proved on youreclves with such wonderful success, 
l)eca«se they h.ave been made the means of chang- 
ing your hearts and lives, fining you with love to 
Gad and man, aud inspiring you with the hope ot 
Eternal Life. 

"You approve of these methods, moreover, 
liycuii.se you Jiave seen them tried with such snc- 
cess on your kindred and neighbors and friends. 
You cannot (luestion that the plans are of God. 
They liiive brought peace, purity, and gladness 
10 youi' tnihers, methers, brethren, and children. 

"You believe in The Army, and love it becanse 
yon see Iinw full ot lite .and activity it Is; how It 
i-preads and grows, much as early Christianity 
.spread and grew, and beeauae you see that It Is 
likely to cover the whole earth, carrying with It 
blesaings wherever It goes. You love The Army 
beeauae It surmounts dltlicultles, conquers these 
enemies, and .succeeds in «plte of foes. 

"But you know also that this work cannot 
be carried forward without a great outlay of 
money; and though friends help us generously, 
you realise that m'o cannot half meet the claims 
of the War without your help also.

power. Here is a plan by which every one who 
careB anything .at .nil for the progress of The Army 
and its extension through the world can help It 
without lessening .any of his gifts to his Corps or 
tn any other Salvation purpose.
